This pu rpo rted ev asio n o f the federal inco me tax 
law has been bro u g ht to lig ht thro u g h a senate 
inv estig atio n which has pro cu red the enlig ht­ 
ening info rm atio n th a t altho u g h there is no 
pro fit to repo rt o r u po n which to pay tax es, the 
firm has made millio ns o f do llars in the past 
fiv e y ears thro u g h m anipu latio n o f the sto ck 
m arket and o ther bu siness dealing s in which 
the firm has participated. No ne o f the am o u nts, 
ho wev er, hav e been definitely traced to the past 
two y ears, tho u g h it wo u ld seem o dd th a t so 
mu ch co u ld be made in three o f the fiv e y ears 
in qu estio n, and abso lu tely no thing du ring the 
o ther two , reg ardless o f the eco no mic depres­ 
sio n. 
The federal inco me law sets fo rth a schedu le 
o f inco me tax rates th a t requ ires the m an w ith 
an inco me o f a millio n do llars a y ear o r mo re 
to pay o v er half o f it in tax es bu t it also leav es 
many lo o p-ho les by which th a t same perso n 
may ev ade the requ irem ents o f the law. Ju st 
hew it has been acco mplished has no t y et been 
disclo sed and may no t be bu t it is the o pinio n 
o f the av erag e perso n th a t so me o ne o f these 
way s hav e been u tilized by the Mo rg an firm to 
elim inate the necessity o f pay ing inco me tax in 
the past two y ears. 
It is an established fact th a t the g reater po r­ 
tio n o f inco me tax rev enu e co mes fro m the m an 
w ith an inco me o f the ten tho u sand do llars o r 
less. Mu ch o f it fro m men with salaries o f m u ch 
less th an the ten tho u sand fig u re. These men 
draw salaries fo r the mo st part and do no t enjo y 
the priv ileg es o f establishing fictitio u s lo sses to 
keep fro m pay ing inco me tax . 
It seems hig h time th a t o u r federal inco me tax 
law is rev ised to elim inate the flimsy ex cu ses o f 
lo sses which are no w made po ssible u nder its 
pro v isio ns. The m an who reaps the big g est h a r­ 
v est is the m an who sho u ld pay the larg est pro ­ 
po rtio nate am o u nt o f tax es. To pro v e the fact 
th a t o u r law is no t nearly string ent eno u g h is 
the info rm atio n th a t the Mo rg an firm was co m­ 
pelled to pay inco me tax es in Eng land du ring 
the past two y ears ev en tho u g h no ne was paid 
in this co u ntry . The laws o f Eng land do no t 
perm it the technicalities and u nw arranted ex ­ 
cu ses th at o u r law makes po ssible. If the Mo r­ 
g an firm sho u ld and did pay inco me tax in Eng ­ 
land du ring the past! two y ears, it is reaso nable 
to assu me th a t the firm sho u ld hav e paid inco me 
tax in the United States as well. 
There is no w a pro po sal to increase the fed­ 
eral inco me tax fifty per cent in the schedu les 
o n small salaries to raise needed fu nds fo r g o v ­ 
ernm ental ex penses. It seems th a t it wo u ld be 
mu ch better to leav e the rate as it no w is fo r the 
perso n th at do es mo st o f the pay ing and direct 
effo rts to ward the end o f co llecting fu ll pay ­ 
m ent fro m the big fello w u nder the present 
set-u p.
